The ecosystem management ideas in SPOF Il are reflected in the new NI 
organization introduced in 1993. Staff in our district offices and main office now wor 
multi-disciplinary teams. 

We have made progress in protecting fish habitat, restoring depleted fish population 
and creating exciting fishing opportunities. 

An ecosystem approach to fisheries and aquatic resources management will f 
ensure memorable sportfishing experiences now and in years to come.

New Regulations 


Lake Scugog Winter Season 


The closed time for fishing on Lake Scugog (Div. 
6) has been extended. The fishery will now close 
on November 15, re-open January 1 and close 
again on the last day of February (rather than 
March 15). Ice huts on Lake Scugog must now be 
removed by the last day of February. 


Resident One Day Sport Fishing 
Licence 


A sport fishing licence which is valid for one day is 
now available to residents of Canada. This licence 
will have standard catch and possession limits. 
Sport fishers holding an Outdoors Card can pur- 
chase this licence for $10.00 including the Federal 
GST. 

Residents who have not yet purchased an 
Outdoors Card can get the card and licence for a 
combined fee of $10.00. 


Other Regulatory Changes 


Please read sections of the Regulations Summary 
that are about the area in which you will be fishing 
to check for any changes to the regulations. 


Ontario’s Fishery Laws 


Fishing in Ontario is regulated by both federal and 
provincial laws. The main federal law is the Fisher- 
ies Act of Canada, which protects and conserves 
fish stocks. The provincial legislation is the Game 
and Fish Act, which deals with licensing of fisher- 
ies. Both acts are designed to protect Ontario's 
fisheries, allowing sport and commercial fishers 
fair use of them now while preserving them for the 
future. All fishers have the responsibility of obey- 
ing these laws. 

It is against the law to catch, try to catch, or 
possess any species if it is against fishery regula- 
tions to do so. If you catch a fish illegally, return it 
immediately to the water (see How to Release 
Fish, page 34). 

It is illegal to harm fish habitat. The Fisher- 
ies Act defines habitat as "spawning grounds and 
nursery, rearing, food supply and migration areas 
on which fish depend directly or indirectly, in order 
to carry out their life processes." 


PENALTIES FOR BREAKING 
FISHERY LAWS 


The penalty for fishing offences against the Fish- 
eries Act is a fine of up to $500,000, a prison term 
of up to 12 months, or both. The penalty for de- 
stroying fish habitat, including placing harmful sub- 
stances in the water, is a fine of up to $1,000,000 
or imprisonment for up to three years, or both. 


LAWS 
The Federal Fisheries Act 


To enforce the Fisheries Act, the law permits a 
fishery officer to: 

@ enter and inspect, without a warrant, any place, 
premises, vehicle or vessel if the officer has rea- 
sonable grounds to believe there are any fish, 
fishing equipment, or related documents present, 
in order to ensure compliance with the Act; 

@ arrest, without a warrant, anyone the officer 
believes on reasonable grounds is committing (or 
has committed, or is preparing to commit) an of- 
fence against the Act; 

@ enter and pass through or over private prop- 
erty in the course of duty. 


The Provincial Game and Fish Act 


The Game and Fish Act is enforced by conserva- 
tion officers and deputy conservation officers. Note 
that all conservation officers are also fishery 
officers with power to enforce the federal Fisheries 
Act. A conservation officer may enforce the Game 
and Fish Act by: 

@ arresting anyone found contravening the Act; 
@ stopping a vehicle or vessel to determine if the 
occupants have been hunting, fishing, or to deter- 
mine the number and species taken. 


If the officer believes, on reasonable grounds, 
that someone illegally possesses fish, the officer is 
authorized to do any of the following without a 
search warrant: 

@ stop, enter and search any aircraft, vehicle or 
vessel; 

@ enter and search any fishing, hunting, mining, 
lumber or construction camp; 

HM open and inspect any trunk, box, bag, parcel or 
other container. 


If the officer finds any fish caught or held ille- 
gally, or any equipment, vehicle, vessel or other 
item used illegally, the officer may seize them 
without a warrant. 

Conservation officers operate ncn “Fish 
Check Stations” throughout the year. These sta- 
tions are intended to protect and manage On- 
tario's fisheries, to collect information on fish 
caught by sport fishers in the province and to 
make sure the regulations are obeyed. 


SPORT FISHING LICENCES 


Most Canadian residents, as well as non-resi- 
dents need a licence to fish in Ontario. You can 
get a licence at many tourist outfitters' camps and 
lodges, summer camps, hotels and sporting goods 
dealers. Some local MNR offices also issue |i- 
cences. For Canadian residents the licence will 
take the form of an Outdoors Card and a licence 
tag. For non-residents the licence will bea paper 
form and a licence tag. 

Your fishing licence must be fully completed 
when purchased. Be sure to sign it before you go 
fishing. It must have all appropriate tags attached 
to it to be valid. It is not transferable — that is, you 
cannot lend it to anyone. Read the details below 
carefully to find out what kind of licence and tag(s) 
you need. 


Ontario Residents 


If you are an Ontario resident (that is, you have 
lived in Ontario for at least seven consecutive 
months during the 12 months before you purchase 
the licence), you need a Resident Sport Fishing 
Licence or a Resident Conservation Licence. 
These licences allow you to fish for all species 
within the regulations. To purchase a licence, resi- 
dent anglers must have an Outdoors Card or a 
temporary permit and card application form. 


Prices (Including 7% Federal GST) are as 
follows: 


Outdoors Card (valid for 3 years) $ 6.00 
Resident Seasonal Licence $15.00 
Resident Conservation Licence $ 7.50 
Resident 1-day Licence $10.00 


You do not need an Ontario Resident Sport 
Fishing Licence if you are under 18 years old or 65 
years old or older. You may also fish without a 
licence if you are a disabled person. (A disabled 
person under these regulations is someone who is 
qualified for and is in possession of either a CNIB 
National Identity Card or a Ministry of Transporta- 
tion disabled person parking permit or a photo- 
copy (i.e. a person carrying a photocopy of the 
permit may be asked to show the original permit at 
a later date). Also, a person who has an intellec- 
tual impairment and requires the assistance of 
another person in order to fish may fish without a 
licence. People who fall into one of the above 
Categories are considered to be licence holders. 
They have all the same rights and responsibilities, 
including limits on fish, as people who have pur- 
chased licences. 


You must carry your band card as proof of status. 
Please contact your local MNR Office if ve nee 
more information. 


Use 


A person who has a resident sport fishing licens i 
can get a free permit to dip-net for herring, whit 
fish and pink salmon in specified areas in th 
province. This permit is issued only from MN 
offices. 


A sport fishing licence is needed for sme 
fishing. 


Remember to carry your licence at a 
times when fishing. If an officer asks to 
see your fishing licence, the law states 

that you must show it. a 


Canadian Residents (Outside of 
Ontario) 


You are considered a Canadian Resident if jan 

have lived in any part of Canada for atleast seven 
consecutive months in the 12 months before you. 
obtain your licence. Canadian residents may buy 
either a Resident Seasonal Licence or a Resider 
Conservation Licence or a Resident One Day Li- 
cence and have the same rights and responsibili- 
ties as Ontario residents, except that disability E 
exemptions do not apply. j 


Non-residents (Persons Living 
Outside of Canada) 


Anyone who is not an Ontario resident or Cana- 
dian resident under the above rules is considered ie 3 
a non-resident. A Non-Resident Sport Fishing — 
Licence allows you to fish with a hook and line — 
and by means other than angling as outlined on — 
page 10. Non-residents under 18 may fish without 
a licence if accompanied by a licensed adult. Any — 
fish caught will legally be part of the catch and — 
possession limit of the person me holds the li- 
cence. - 
Groups of children (at least five people under — 

age 18) can fish under a special Licence for 
Members of an Organized Camp. You can only — 
get this licence from MNR offices. It allows young — 
people to fish when accompanied by an adult in 
charge.

Licences for Border Waters 


Provincial Border Waters 


You may fish in Moar Lake (Div. 24) or High Lake 
(Div. 22) on the Ontario-Manitoba border with ei- 
ther an Ontario or a Manitoba fishing licence. 

You may fish in Lake Timiskaming and 
throughout Div. 12 (Ottawa River and Lake St. 
Francis) with either an Ontario or a Quebec fishing 
licence. 


International Border Waters 


Non-residents who depart each day from outside 

Canada to fish in the waters of Lake of the Woods, 

Rainy River or Rainy Lake in northwestern Ontario 

must buy (in addition to other required licences) a 

border water angling validation tag, unless they 

hold one of the following at the time of sport 
fishing: 

* aCrown Land Camping Permit; 

¢ an Authorization to Camp on Crown Land; 

* a contract for accommodation with the 
operator of a tourist establishment; 

e aCampsite and Vehicle Permit; 

¢ an Interior Camping Permit; 

* acontract with an air carrier licensed by the 
Canadian Transport Commissioner and Trans- 
port Canada to fly to and from a fishing site 
within the waters described above. 


This tag is not required for sport fishers who 
own land or have relatives (grandparent, parent, 
spouse, sibling or child) who own land in or adja- 
cent to the following areas: Rainy River, Rainy 
Lake, Lake of the Woods, Cul de Sac Lake, 
Obabikon Lake and the Seine River system (in- 
cluding Grassy Lake, Little Grassy Lake, Shoal 
Lake, Wild Potato Lake and Partridge Crop Lake). 

Please note that new regulations govern- 
ing border water angling are currently being 
developed. Some of these changes may be 
implemented in 1994. Please contact the Fort 
Frances or Kenora MNR office for further 
details.

CATCH AND POSSESSION LIMITS 


Fishery laws limit the number of fish you can catch 
or possess. The number will depend on the spe- 
cies, where they are caught and, in some cases, 
their size. The catch limit is the number of fish you 
are allowed to catch and keep in one day. Fish 
eaten for shore lunch are included in the daily 
catch limit. The possession limit is the number 
you are allowed to have in your possession — on 
hand, in cold storage, in transit, etc. Possession 
limits are the same as one day’s catch limit except 
where otherwise specified. 

Fish that have been lawfully caught and are 
suitable for food must not be destroyed or 
allowed to spoil. 


Standard Licence 

For details on catch limits for a standard licence, 
see the lists following the maps for each area 
(Area A - p.17; Area B - p.25; Area C - p.31; Area 
D - p.40). Unless otherwise stated, the possession 
limit is the same as one day's catch limit. 


Conservation Licence 

The catch and possession limits for a Conserva- 
tion Licence are as follows, except in waters 
where the limit has been restricted to less than 
numbers stated below. Please check standard 
catch and possession limits for the waters in which 
you will be fishing. For example, the limit for White- 
fish in Lake Simcoe (Div. 5) is two (2) for all licence 
types: 

Northern Pike: Two (2) in one day 

Walleye (yellow pickerel), Sauger or any com- 
bination of these: Two (2) in one day 
Largemouth Bass, Smallmouth Bass or any 
combination of these: Two (2) in one day 


Muskellunge: Zero (0) in one day 
Sturgeon: Zero (0) in one day 


Crappie: Divs. 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 22 & 29 - Ten (10) 
in one day (no limit in other divisions) 


Whitefish: Twelve (12) in one day 


Yellow Perch: Divs. 17 & 28 - Twenty five (25) in 
one day (no limit in other divisions) 


A. Catch and Possession Limit for 
Salmon and Trout COMBINED 


Two (2) in one day with not more than one (1) lake 
trout. 


B. Catch and Possession Limit for 
Individual Species of Salmon and Trout 
(Subject to Combined Species Limits in Part A.) 
Aurora Trout: Zero (0) in one day 

Atlantic Salmon: Zero (0) in one day 

Pacific Salmon: Two (2) in one day 

Brook Trout: Two (2) in one day 

Brown Trout: Two (2) in one day 

Lake Trout: One (1) in one day 

Rainbow Trout: Two (2) in one day 

Splake: Two (2) in one day 


Any fish caught beyond the legal limit 
must be released quickly and carefully 
(see How to Release Fish, page 34). 


SIZE LIMITS 


For some species of fish, there is a minimum size 
restriction. Sometimes there is also a maximum or 
slot size restriction. If you catch a fish outside the 
allowable size range, you must release it immedi- 
ately. For details on size limits, see the lists follow- 
ing the maps for each area (Area A - p.17; Area B 
- p.25; Area C - p.31; Area D - p.40). 

When measuring a fish, measure from the 
tip of the head with jaws closed to the tip of the 
tail with lobes compressed to give the maxi- 
mum possible measurement. 


FISHING SEASONS 


Fishing season opening and closing dates: vary 
depending on the species and the area. These 
regulations protect fish at vulnerable times of the 
year — especially when spawning or protecting 
their young. For example, if adult bass are caught 
in the spring, the eggs and young bass are left 
unprotected. They are likely to be eaten by preda- 
tors. To prevent large losses to bass populations, 
the bass fishing season in most areas begins at 
the end of June, after the young are large enough 
to fend for themselves. It is illegal to attempt to 
catch fish for which the season.is closed, even 
if you are going to release them! 

An open season guide follows each of the 
maps in this booklet (Area A - p.15; Area B - p.22; 
Area C - p.28; Area D - p.36). Always check the 
exceptions as well as the open season guide 
before fishing. For species not mentioned in this 
guide, the sport fishing season is open all year.

FISH SANCTUARIES 


Some bodies of water, or parts of them, are de- 
clared fish sanctuaries during certain times of the - 
year. No fishing of any kind is permitted in a — 
fish sanctuary. There is a list of fish sanctuaries | 
following each area map in this booklet (Area 
p.20; Area B - p.26; Area C - p.32; Area D - p.42) 
However, these lists are not detailed and may nc 
be completely up to date. Note also that fish sal 
tuary areas are not always marked with signs 
you are at all uncertain, check with the local M 
office: before fishing! 


TRANSPORTING AND 
STORING FISH 


Except to prepare it for eating immediately, you 
may not skin, cut or pack any fish caught by spor 
fishing in such a way that: 
* the species of the fish cannot be readily identi 
fied; 
* the number of fish cannot be readily counted 
or . 
* the length of the fish cannot be readily deter 
mined (where size limits apply). “4 


Leave a portion of the skin, including scales, ai 
least 5cm? (2 in.2) on all fish or fillets until ready fo 
consumption; this allows them to be identified more 
easily. ae 

If you plan to freeze your catch, wrap anc 
freeze each fish separately so they can be readily 
counted. If packing your fish in a bag or box, lay — 
them flat and arrange them so that they can be 
readily counted and measured where length limit 
apply. Where length limits apply, leave the head 
and tail on the fish until ready for consumption. _ 


GEAR RESTRICTIONS 


Hooks and Lines ae 
Only one line per angler is allowed, except (ofl ice 
fishing (see Ice Fishing on page 6). a, 

A fishing line must not have more than four 
hooks. If you are using an artificial lure, then two or 
three hooks in a gang are considered to be one 
hook. Otherwise, a double hook counts as two 
hooks and a triple hook as three.

Barbless hooks 


Barbless hooks must be used in the following 
waters: 

* Div. 14 (single pointed barbless hooks only); 

¢ Credit River in Caledon Twp. from the Forks of 
the Credit Provincial Park gate in Brimstone to 
Hwy. 24 (Div. 4); 

¢ Whiteman’s (Horner) Creek in Brantford Twp. 
between Robinson Road and Cleaver Sideroad 
(Div. 4); 

¢ Whitefish Bay of Lake of the Woods including 
the following bays: Regina, Snake, Boot, Ghost, 
Brule, Devils, Atikaminke, Camp, Cloverleaf, Log, 
Reedy, Willow, Sammons and the following inlets: 
Knickerbocker, Louis, Cross and Alfred and 
Dryberry Lake including Northwest Bay, Point Bay 
and Point Lake (Div. 22) from Jan. 1 - May 15 (3rd 
Sat.); 

-¢ All waters within boundaries of Hwy. 17 on the 
north, west shore of Eagle and Teggau Lakes on 
the east, Highwind Lake Road and junction of 
Hwys. 17 and 71 (Div. 22); 

* Clearwater Bay, Cul de Sac Bay and Echo Bay 
of Lake of the Woods (Div. 22) (4 hooks allowed 
except for lake trout, 1 hook maximum); 

* Grand River in the Township of West 
Garafraxa from the 2nd line to Scotland Street, 
and in the Township of Nichol between Tower 
Street and the Bossell Dam both in the Town of 
Fergus; 

¢ Grand River in Pilkington Twp. in the County of 
Wellington between a line drawn perpendicular 
100m (328 ft.) downstream from a bridge located 
on that southern boundary of the Elora Gorge 
Conservation Area and a line drawn perpendicular 
100m (328 ft.) upstream from the second line of 
Pilkington Twp; 

« Arrow River between the Robbins/Hartington 
Township line and its confluence with the Pigeon 
River in Devon Twp. (Div. 21); 

¢ Maskinonge, Cloudlet and Hooch Lakes 
(Div. 22). 


In the waters where barbless hooks are re- 
quired, a line must have no more than one barbless 
hook attached to it. Any extra hooks must be 
removed from lures. 

A barbless hook under fishery laws means a 
hook that was made without a barb or has had its 
barb either completely removed or compressed so 
that it is completely in contact with the shaft of the 
hook. 


Artificial Lures 

Only artificial lures are allowed as bait in: 

* Harry, Rence, Welcome, Stringer, Scott, West- 
ward, Little Crooked and Animoosh Lakes 
(Div. 13); 

¢ Tukanee, Troupe, Black Trout, Dayohessarah, 
Little Dayohessarah, Newcombe, Rock, One Is- 
land and Paint Lakes (Div. 19); 


* Kabinakagami River in Nameigos and 
Mosambik Twps. Kabinakagami River and its tribu- 
taries in Atkinson, Broughton, Cooper and Doucett 
Twps. Kabinakagami River and waters of 
Broughton, Atkinson, Cooper, Doucett, Nameibos 
and Mosambik Twos. (Div. 19); 

* Credit River from the Forks of Credit Provincial 
Park gate to Hwy. 24 (Div. 4); 

* Whiteman’s (Horner) Creek from Robinson 
Road to Cleaver Sideroad (Div. 4); 

* Grand River (Twp. of West Garafraxa) from 
the 2nd line to Scotland Street and in Nichol Twp. 
between Tower Street and the Bissell Dam in the 
town of Fergus; 

* Grand River (Pilkington Twp.) between a line 
drawn 100m (328 ft.) downstream from a bridge 
located on the southern boundary of the Elora 
Gorge Conservation Area and a line drawn per- 
pendicular 100m (328 ft.) upstream from the 2nd 
line; 

¢ Oakley Lake in Naveau Twp. (Div. 18); 

¢ Arrow River (Div. 21). 


Artificial Flies 


Only artificial flies are allowed as bait in: 

* East Goulais River from Laughing Lake in 
Menard Twp. to the Goulais River (Div. 18); 

* Garden River from Ranger Lake to Garden 
Lake (Div. 18); 

* — Little Jocko River from Hwy. 63 bridge to Jocko 
River in Eddy Twp. (Div. 18); 

¢ Arrow River between the dam on Arrow Lake 
(Hardwick Twp.) and the Robbins/Hartington 
Township line (Div. 21). 


An artificial fly under these regulations means 
a single or double hook dressed with silk, tinsel, 
wool, fur, feathers or other such material but does 
not include a weight or a spinning device. 


Stringers and Live Baskets 


A stringer or live basket may not be used for 
keeping fish in the Rice River (Twin Flower Creek 
System) (49°56’30"N., 91°56’W.), Pelican Lake 
(Divs. 22 & 31) (50°07'°N., 91°58’W.), Minnitaki 
Lake (49°58'N., 92°00’W.), Abram Lake (50°04'N., 
91°57'W.), Hidden Lake (50°07’N., 91°45’W.), 
Duck Lake (50°06’50"N., 91°56'10"W.), Botsford 
Lake (50°08’N., 91°38’W.) and connecting waters 
in Division 22. 


Gaffs, Snaggers and Snares 


A gaff may be used to land fish that have been 
taken by angling. It is illegal to fish with or possess 
a spring gaff. 

It is illegal to catch fish with or possess a baited 
or unbaited snagger for use in fishing. 

When angling, you may not fish for, catch or kill 
a fish by impaling or snagging it with a hook 
through any part of the body other than the mouth. 


Any fish hooked in this way must be released 
immediately (see How to Release Fish, page 34). 

It is illegal to snare fish or to possess a snare 
for use in fishing. 


Landing Nets 


A sport fisher may not use or possess a landing 
net with a frame greater than 127cm (50 in.) in 
circumference or a handle longer than 51cm 
(20 in.) in the following waters or their tributaries: 
Pretty River, Batteaux River, Silver Creek in the 
Counties of Simcoe and Grey, Div. 4. 


Spears and Spear Guns 


Fishing with a spear gun is illegal. 

Fishing with a spear, or having a spear within 
30m (100 ft.) of the edge of a body of water, is 
illegal except in areas and seasons outlined in 
Other Means of Fishing (page 10). 


Artificial Lights 


Artificial lights may not be used for fishing except: 
¢ to fish for smelt, or to fish for lake whitefish or 
lake herring with a dip-net; 

¢ if the light is part of a lure attached to a line 
used in angling. 


Explosives 


It is illegal to use dynamite or other explosives for 
taking or destroying fish. 


MISCELLANEOUS REGULATIONS 


Distance from Nets, Canals, Etc. 


No fishing is permitted within 22.9m (75 ft.) of a 
pound net or fish culture cage. It is also illegal to 
fish less than 22.9m (75 ft.) downstream from the 
lower entrance to a fishway, canal, dam or leap. 


Export of Fish 


A sport fisher may, on leaving Ontario, take the 
possession limit of those fish regulated by catch 
limits. In Divisions 17 & 28 a sport fisher may 
export 100 yellow perch, Ara, Meta and Marshal 
Lakes have a limit of 50 perch. In all other divisions 
there is no limit on yellow perch. Sport fishers 
holding a conservation licence may, on leaving 
Ontario, take the conservation licence limits de- 
tailed on page 3.

BAIT 


Under Ontario Fishery Regulations, the term 
baitfish reters to the following fish: 
* the sucker family, 
the stickleback family, 
* lake herring (of the whitefish family), 
¢ the darter subfamily, 
¢ the trout-perch family, 
¢ the sculpin family, 
* crayfish, 
e the minnow family except carp and goldfish, 
and 
* the mudminnow family. 


Catching Baitfish 


If you have a valid Resident Sport Fishing Licence 
or a Non-Resident Sport Fishing Licence, you may 
take baitfish for personal use with: 

* an angular dip-net no larger than 183cm x 
183cm (6 ft. x 6 ft.); 

* acircular dip-net no more than 183cm (6 ft.) in 
diameter; or 

* a baitfish trap no more than 51cm (20 in.) long 
or 31cm (12 in.) in diameter. 

Licence holders may also catch baitfish for 
their own use with a seine in a limited number of 
divisions and water bodies if it is no larger than 
10m x 2m (32.8 ft. x 6.5 ft.). For further details, see 
Other Means of Fishing, page 10. 

A sport fisher may have no more than 120 
baitfish in possession from April 1 to Oct. 14. 
From Oct. 15 to Mar. 31, the limit is a total weight 
_of 18 kilograms (40 Ibs). 

_ You may use no more than one baitfish trap, 
seine or dip-net. If you use a bait fish trap, it must 
be clearly marked with your name. 


Please check your traps on a regular basis to’ 
avoid wastage of fish. 


Using and Releasing Baitfish 


It is illegal to bring live fish, crayfish or salaman- 
ders into Ontario for use as bait. 

Do not release baitfish, including crayfish — or 
any other live fish — except into the body of water 
from which they were taken. Illegal release can 
seriously damage fisheries. 

Only licensed dealers may sell baitfish. 


Special Restrictions on Bait 


You may not use or possess for bait any live fish 
other than baitfish unless the regulations specifi- 
cally state otherwise. 


You may use alewife and yellow perch, as well 
as baitfish, in: 

¢ the Great Lakes; 

¢ Lake St. Clair; 

¢ the St. Lawrence River, including Lake St. 
Francis and Lake St. Lawrence; 

* the St. Clair, St. Mary’s, Detroit and Niagara 
rivers; 

¢ Lake George; 

¢ _Munuscong Lake. 


You may not use or possess live fish for 
bait in: 
¢ Divs. 14 & 24; 
* certain waters in 
- the territorial districts of Algoma, Cochrane, 
Kenora, Nipissing, Sudbury, Thunder Bay, 
Timiskaming, and Parry Sound; 
- the District Municipality of Muskoka; 
- the counties of Haliburton, Lanark, Dundas, 
Stormont, Renfrew, Peterborough and Hast- 
ings.

You may not use:

BULLFROGS AND SNAPPING 
TURTLES 


Bulifrogs 

If you have any valid sport fishing licence, you may 
take bullfrogs for personal use from July 21 - 
Oct. 15. The possession limit is 10. 

In the County of Lanark and the Regional Mu- 
nicipality of Ottawa-Carlton, you may take only 
bullfrogs with a tibia of 5cm (2 in.) or more (see 
diagram below). It is illegal to take bullfrogs in 
provincial parks. 


Snapping Turtles 

Snapping turtles may be taken for personal use 
during open seasons by anyone with a valid sport 
fishing licence. For details on harvest areas, sea- 
son dates and catch and possession limits, see 
the Ontario Hunting Regulations Summary or con- 
tact your local MNR office. It is illegal to take 
snapping turtles in provincial parks. 


Threats to Ontario’s Fish 


Zebra Mussels 

Zebra mussels are freshwater molluscs commonly 
called clams. Their shells are striped brown, yel- 
low and white in color. They are very small, about 
the size of a fingernail. 

Zebra mussels have spread rapidly in Ontario. 
Since their initial discovery in 1988 in Lake St. 
Clair, they have spread throughout the Great 
Lakes system and into some inland lakes. Zebra 
mussels are most easily transferred in their early 
life stage (veliger) when they are invisible to the 
naked eye. They can be transferred unknowingly 
in live wells and baitfish buckets, and in their adult 
stage they can attach to boat hulls. 


To help slow the spread of zebra mussels 
please: 
* clean any piece of water equipment, fishing 
gear, scuba gear, etc.; clean your boat hulls and 
trailer, drain your motor, bilge pump, and live wells, 
before moving from infested waters to uninfested 
waters; 


¢ do not transfer water from infested lakes (like 
the Great Lakes) to any other body of water. 


Cleaning can be done by several methods: 
* leave equipment or boat out of water in hot di ry 
weather for at least three days; “i 
* clean equipment or boat with hot water (above ve 
40°C), a 
* clean equipment or boat with high pressure. 
water (250 p.s.i.); Be. 
* use scraper to remove adult zebra mussels. _ 


Always dispose of zebra mussels and water 
used for cleaning well away from any body y 
water or sewer system. ag

Smelt P 
Smelt is a species of small fish that reproduces | 
and grows rapidly. The ecology of many water 
bodies is a delicate balance among different spe- 
cies of fish as well as plants and other factors. 
Releasing smelt eggs or spawn into waters other 
than those they came from can upset this balance. 
The smelt take a large portion of the food supply, 
posing a serious threat to other fish species and 
populations. 

MNR asks smelt fishers in Ontario to take corel 
when rinsing dressing equipment or dumping en- 
trails. Dumping fish waste into rivers or streams 
may put fertilized smelt eggs into the water sys- 
tem. This is against fishery laws, which prohibit the 
transfer of live fish or spawn from one body o' 
water to another. It can create great problems ia 
both commercial and sport fisheries. " 

For the sake of Ontario’s fish populationa 
do not transfer smelt - and pass the word 
along to other fishers. Live smelt may not t 
used for bait. Note also that it is illegal to possess 
live or dead smelt while sport fishing in Divs. 22, 
24, 30 and 31 in Northwestern Ontario. 


. Contaminants 


Since the late 1960s, the Ontario government has 
- been testing fish from lakes and rivers across the 


province for contaminants. The levels of contami- 
nants in fish help to indicate water quality. If fish 
flesh in a body of water is highly contaminated, the 
water may be a threat to humans even if harmful 
substances are too dilute to be detected directly in 
the water. 

A total of over 1600 locations have been tested 
for substances such as mercury, PCB, DDT, mirex 


_and the dioxin 2, 3, 7, 8-TCDD. A summary of the 


results can be found in the booklet Guide to Eating 
Ontario Sport Fish. This publication gives guide- 
lines according to species and size for eating fish 
from each area tested. It also explains the dangers 
of various contaminants. A key to identifying com- 
mon fish species is included. Copies are available 
from the Ministry of Natural Resources or from:

Acid Rain 


Vast areas of Canada and the United States have 
been — and still are — harmed by acid rain. This isa 
form of sulphur and nitrogen oxide pollution that 
comes from industrial sources and falls in rain or 
snow. Many of Ontario's favourite lakes, rivers and 
forested areas are likely to be affected. If you 
would like further information on this problem, 
contact: :

Extensive Fish Kills 


A number of causes — natural or unnatural — may 
lead to large numbers of fish dying. Most fish kills 


_ happen in the summer, but winter fish kills are not 


uncommon. 

Fish may die from natural changes in water 
quality caused by temperature changes, lack of 
oxygen (from decomposition), algae toxins, high 
turbidity (“murky” water) or too much gas trapped 


in water. Other natural causes include epidemics 


;

(of bacteria, viruses or parasites) or spawning 


problems. 


Unnatural fish kills are usually the result of 
releasing heated waste or toxic chemicals. The 
sources may be industrial, agricultural, municipal, 
or residential. Pesticides used for farming and to 
control water weeds are another cause. Some kills 
result from tampering with water levels or flow. 

The Ministry of Environment and Energy and 
the Ministry of Natural Resources investigate fish 
kills to find their causes, suggest responses, set 
up preventive programs and collect evidence for 
possible court action. Speed is of vital importance 
in these investigations. Since fish decompose rap- 
idly, especially in warm weather, evidence may be 
lost within hours. It is important, therefore, to 
report any fish kills immediately. In river sys- 
tems, toxins and fish carcasses may travel down- 
stream from where the kill occurred. 

If you see evidence of a fish kill, contact the 
nearest office of the Ministry of Environment and 
Energy or the Ministry of Natural Resources (see 
page 51) right away. 


Commercial Fishing 
Gear on the Great Lakes 


Across Ontario's Great Lakes, commercial fisher- 
men catch fish for the domestic and international 
marketplace. These fishing activities sometimes 
take place in areas that are shared with recrea- 
tional fishermen and boaters. Many regulations 
and licence conditions govern the commercial fish- 
eries in Ontario. The Ontario Fish Producers As- 
sociation is currently developing a standardized 
net marking system for the Great Lakes in coop- 
eration with.the Ministry of Natural Resources and 
other user groups. 

While this standardization process is taking 
place, the commercial fishing industry would like 
to offer some helpful hints to avoid damage to 
fishing gear and vessels and to promote the safety 
of all individuals using the waters of Ontario. 

The commercial fishing industry in Ontario har- 
vests fish in many different ways. They use trawls, 
seine nets, gillnets, hoop nets, pound nets, and 
trap nets. While many of the markings are different 
from lake to lake and area to area, they must 
comply to the Ontario Fishery Regulations. These 
specify that all nets must be identified by means of 
buoys, stakes and markers which identify the 
owner of the net and the location of the beginning 
or end of the net. Besides these markers, there | 
may be additional buoys (plastic or steel cans) that 
indicate intermediate portions of the net or anchor 
lines. Boaters should be aware that because the 


length of some nets may exceed several thousand 
meters, it may not be possible to see both ends. 
Also, marker buoys may have extra line floating 
upwind. It may be best to pass them on the down- 
wind side. 

To ensure safe boating in areas where com- 
mercial fishing activity takes place please con- 
sider the following: 

1. Many retail and wholesale freshwater fish 
outlets are operated by commercial fishers, and 
information regarding local net marking systems 
may be obtained by talking with their staff. 

2. Many local yacht clubs, sailing clubs, power 
squadrons, and marinas have information regard- 
ing commercial fishing activities in local waters. In 
some cases, detailed maps of fishing locations 
and specific markings may be available. Contact 
local commercial fishermens association for fur- 
ther details. 

3. Treat commercial fishing gear with the 
same caution as any other floating device, appara- 
tus or debris. 

4. When a net marker is encountered it is 
possible to observe which way the net runs through 
visual sighting underwater. During summer months 
when nets are usually set in cooler deeper water, 
the direction the nets run may not be determined 
as easily. 

5. Commercial nets must be marked with the 
licence holder's identification (licence number and/ 
or name). Unmarked nets should be reported im- 
mediately to the closest Ministry of Natural Re- 
sources office. Do not tamper with commercial 
fishing nets, as tampering is an offence under

As well as angling, Ontario’s fishing laws allow 
fishing with a baitfish trap, dip-net, seine, bow and 
arrow and spear. Holders of Sport Fishing Li- 
cences do not need an extra licence to fish by any 
of these means.

| HOW TO RELEASE FISH 
| lf you catch a fish that you must — or 


_ wish to — release for any reason, follow 
these rules to help protect the fish: 


m@ Time is essential. Do not play a fish 
too long if you plan to release it — it will | 
be too exhausted to recover. 


m@ In deep water, bring fish up slowly to 
prevent stress from changes in tempera- 
ture and pressure. 


mw Keep the fish in the water as much 
as possible. Don't let it flop on sand or 
rocks. Even a few centimetres of water 
under a thrashing fish protects it. 


@ Handle fish gently. Keep your hands 
wet. Don’t put your fingers in the gills or 
eye sockets. Don’t squeeze smail fish — 
lift them by the lower lip. A net can be 
helpful — be sure to keep it in the water if 


possible.

| m Remove hooks quickly with long- 

| nosed pliers. Never tear out hooks. If a 
hook is deeply caught in the fish, cut the 
line and leave the hook in. It will do less 
harm to the fish. 


m lf a fish is unconscious, revive it by 
holding it upright in the water, facing it 
upstream. Move the fish forward and 
back so that water runs through the gills 
(this is a kind of “artificial respiration” for 
fish!). It may take a few minutes. When 
the fish begins to struggle, release it. 


w Never release a fish that has been 
held on a stringer.
